To-day is the feast of Christ the King, a feast which, 
| recently introduced into the Liturgy of the 
Church, is a most important one. 

Never was there a time in the history of the world 
when it seemed more proper for all nations to recognize 
Christ as the King of Kings, to Whom individual kings, 
emperors, presidents, dictators, should pay recognition, 
Whom they should acknowledge as their patron, Whose 
laws they should seek to enforce in their jurisdictions, to 
Whom they should consecrate their people. 

The League of Nations, established at the close of the 


World War, has been a failure, because jointly and sep- 


arately the units belonging to the League are not united 
by any tie to the King of Kings, Who, on that account, as 
Holy Scripture represents, must look down with derision 
upon them. 

If they acknowledged His supreme Kingship, Him to 
Whom the nations of the world were given as an inherit- 
ld God the Father, there would be greater order and 


ace and happiness and faith and confidence in this 
world. 

Next Sunday the Church observes the feast of All 
Saints, the feast of those who, while living on earth, 
fecognized Christ as their Lord and Master, made His 
service the primary object of their lives, and now parti- 
cipate in the bliss of His Heavenly Kingdom. 

In their happy country they look down upon us not 
only with a great deal of sympathy, but with pity for our 
blindness, for our indifference, towards the things worth 
while. They who once inhabited this world, are the ones 
whose intercession we should invoke for relief in our 
temporal miseries, while we resolve to imitate them in 
the pursuit of riches eternal. 

In this special month-end number of OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR we report a conversation between a convert 
to the Catholic faith and his cousin, who, reared in pre- 
judice against the faith, demanded an explanation for the 
Catholic practice of praying to the saints of God for 
assistance, 

Since there are millions of Protestants in the United 
States, who misunderstand this Catholic practice, and 
who regard it as unscriptura] because, they say, it inter- 
feres with the one Mediatorship of Christ, we believe that 
this conversation will be read with great interest. 

I was staying with some Protestant relatives about 
a year after my conversion. They tried to be the same 
as if nothing had happened, and during the first few 
days of my visit religion was never mentioned. But 
turiosity took them into my room, and there they found 
a crucifix, together with pictures of the Blessed Virgin, 
St. Joseph and St. Mary Magdalen. I knew they had 
been in my room from the crucifix being displaced, and 
was therefore prepared for any question or objection 
they might feel themselves bound or forced to make, so 
that what happened next morning did not at all sur- 
prise me. My cousin Helen and I (she the oldest gir! 
and the cleverest of all the family) chanced to be alone 
in the parlor after breakfast, when, rising from the 
arm-chair in which she had been reading (somewhat 
ostentatiously) her daily portion of Scripture, and ap- 
proaching me and my newspaper, she said quietly: 
“Frank, how do you Catholics get around this passage 
of St. Paul?” Glancing to the text her finger was on, | 
tead: “For there is one God, and one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus” (I Tim. ii, 5).

Theresa Neumann, The Bavarian Mystic 


A Patient And Cheerful Sufferer 


(Continued from last week.) 


Her Savior seems to have become enamored of 
Theresa Neumann because of her resignation and cheer- 
fulness under suffering. Hers has been a prolonged mar- 
tyrdom endured with joy precisely because God so willed 
it, and offered daily to Him in reparation for her own 
imperfections and others’ sins. 

Many entertain the erroneous impression that 
Theresa's bodily afflictions date from the time she re- 
ceived the stigmata and became an ecstatic witness of 
our Savior’s Passion. On the contrary the stigmata, with 
the acute pain which they occasion, as well as the tor- 

tures which she must endure as a co-sufferer with Christ 
week after week, were sent in substitution of earlier af- 
flictions of which she had been relieved. 

We have already acquainted the reader with the fact 


that she became totally blind in March, 1919, and that 


she lay in bed crippled and without power of self-motion 
for six and one-half years. It was only after she was 
suddenly cured of her blindness on the feast of the Beati- 
fication of the Little Flower, April 29, 1923, and totally 
cured of her lameness on the feast of the Canonization 
of the Little Flower, May 19, 1925, that her stigmata were 
sent to her with their attendant suffering and the ecsta- 
sies with which she has been favored since. During the 
years she suffered intensely from the various physica! 
afflictions she neVer once prayed to be cured of any of 
them. She frequently made novenas, but only that she 
_might be a patient sufferer and have the will of God done 
in her behalf.

The Angel Raphael said to Tobias 
“because thou wert acceptable to God, it was necessary 
that trial should prove thee.” (Tob. XII, 13). Job, the 
sufferer, showed the true disposition of a saint when he 
said: “Although He should kill me I will trust in Him”.

The sun went down behind a bank

Toe Frozen On Journey 


Behind his dog team, he set out to 
cover a distance of 126 miles to make 
the annual retreat. The mercury was 
jumping up and down between 40 and 
50 degrees below zero. From the very 
first day he felt a pain like a needle 
thrust in his right foot. His big toe 
had frozen. He continued the journey, 
however, and pushed along behind the 
dogs for seven days. They had no 
more than 30 miles to go when a rag- 
ing blizzard enveloped them, and they 
had to lie burrowed in the snow for 
two days. When they were able to 
take up their journey again, he was 
unable to stand erect, so acute had 
become the pain in his foot. 

His guide, an 18-year-old Indian 
boy, dragged him along on the sledge 
for two days and at last they reached 
the mission. He was still alive, but 
his toe was black wtih gangrene. A 
Brother at the mission centre sharp- 
ened up an old razor and amputated 
the toe. No anaesthetics were used. 

The absence of the toe in no way, 
stopped his traveling. He has mude| 
the journey from Lake Athabaska to | 
the East and back at least thirty 
times, |

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BE A CITIZEN OF CHRIST'S KINGDOM 

It was the intention of Almighty God that every person 
be a citizen of two kingdoms. (1) The kingdom or the coun- 

- try in which he lives bodily, and in which he has his temporal 
interests; and (2) the kingdom of Jesus Christ, in which 
his spiritual and eternal interests are to be promoted. 

Our fatherland is the country of the body; the Church 
is intended to be the country of the soul. There should be 
no serious conflict between these two countries any more than 
between body and soul, for they need each other. In fact 
every individual actually needs the assistance of both. 

Rulers in both temporal and spiritual fatherlands or 
countries have their authority from God, and should, there- 
fore, actually represent God. When civil rulers realize this 
relationship, responsibility, and commission, they are on the 
friendliest terms with the Church, whose rulers, also repre- 
senting God, are interested in the well-being of every citizen, 
and particularly in his spiritual and moral well-being. When 
people are spiritual and moral, they are certainly the best 
citizens of the civil ruler. 

This is the reason why, ideally, a friendly partnership 
between Church and State for the guidance and assistance of 
the whole man and for the promotion of the interests of the 
whole man, is the best. When State and Church do not co- 
operate the interests of the citizens of both kingdoms. are 
bound to suffer. The Church never refuses to co-operate in 
any thing which is in keeping with the divine or natural law. 
When either the divine or natural law is violated by the 
eivil ruler, evidently he is not representing Almighty God, 
and his reign or administration cannot be for the best inter- 
ests of the people. 

Who will deny that where all the citizens of a country 
are also citizens of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, and where, 
therefore, the conimon Father in Heaven is not only wor- 
shipped by his children spiritually and privately, but pub- 
licly and officially as a great family with one heart and one 
mind, we have an ideal situation, a situation which obtained 
among the Israelites under their kings, a situation which ob- 
tained in nearly every country of Europe a thousand years 
ago, when kings and queens and princes were, in large part, 
saints, when they set example to their subjects of pious living, 
and when they sought temporal prosperity through spiritual 
service; when, in other words, they sought first the promotion 
of the Kingdom of God, knowing that other things, namely, 
their temporal necessities would be provided * 


SOME CHURC HES DON’T WORRY THE DEVIL 


A Baptist minister of Atlanta, 


Georgia, preaching in 
New York City recently, said to his audience: “I tell you the 
popular church in New York City is the church that is not 
bothering the world and is not bothering the devil. The devil 
does not mind a church where nothing is preached that is 


going to hold men up to judgment.”

Christ preached, and demand the observance of the moral code 
which He so repeatedly emphasized. Young Amercia does not 
like to listen to a message of that kind, and therefore would 
not associate itself with any religious organization which 
truly represents the Divine Teacher of faith and morals. 

The Right Rev. Dr. William T. Manning, the Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of New York would agree 
with us, for he says 

“We are living in a time of moral crisis. The founda- 
tions of life are being shaken. The standards of morality and 
purity are attacked and derided, We see men openly under- 
taking to tear down the sanctities and the very decencies of 
life. Th sacredness of marriage and the family is being 
weakened and broxe on down before our eyes.”

MONDAY—ST. EVARISTUS. 

There are a great many boys whose 
name is Everett. Do you suppose you 
are named after St. 
Whether you are or not, perhaps you 
would like to know something about 
St. Evaristus, who was Pope after 
St. Anacletus. To give you some idea 
of how long the names of the Saints 
live in the holy memory of the Church. 
St. Evaristus died in the year 112. He 
governed the Church during the time 
of the Emperor Trajan. That was al- 
most 1900 years ago. 
Holy Mother Church is in keeping 
alive the memory of those who have 
been such faithful children and 
vants of God. 

All of you know what the Cardinals 
are in the Church. It would seem, 
from history, that St. Evaristus was 
the one who first gave us the special 
servants of the Church known as Car- 
dinals. He divided the Rome into sev- 
eral parishes and titles, appointing a 
priest to each one. He also appointed 
seven deacons to attend the Bishop. 

During the month of December, 
while he was Pope, he ordained three 
times that month. Thet was during 
the Advent Time. St. Evaristus was 
buried near St. Peter’s tomb on the 
Vatican.

Here is another beautiful lesson, 
children. Not from St. Matthew’s 
Gospel, this week, but from the 11th. 
chapter of St. John. Im that same 
chapter He tells us about raising 
Lazarus to life. Before that wonder- 
ful act of the God-Man, we find Him 
telling the people their duty to God 
and to the earthly king. 

The insincere and hypocritical 
Scribes and Pharisees refused to be- 
lieve in the Parables of Jesus. Jesus | 
spoke to the people in Parables. A 
“parable” you know is a comparison 
or a likeness. The Greek word is 
found very often in the Old Testament 
of the Bible, and means a proverb, a 
by-word, a wise saying, a similitude. 
Christ alone made special use of the 
Parable. The Apostles did not use it 
so much. A Parable means a story 
that may not have happened, but could 
easily and naturally happen. It was 
the way the Lord had of picturing 
things to His listeners. 

Jesus aimed His Parables at the 
Scribes and Pharisees, so that they 
might see themselves as others saw 
them. The Scribes and Pharisees were 
afraid to be shown up before the peo- 
ple, so they often sent others to ques- 
tion Him. On this oceasion they sent 
men to ask Jesus whether it was law- 


said it was, they were ready to cry 
Him down as an enemy to the liberty 
of the Jews. Should He say it was 
not, king Herod’s men were near at 
hand to accuse Him of treason against 
the king. 

Jesus said: “Why do you tempt Me. 
ye hypocrites’ Show Me the coin of 
the tribute”; and they showed Him a 
penny. He asked them whose image 
was stamped on it? They told Him it 
was Caesar's. “Give then, to Caesar 
what belongs to Caesar, and to God, 
what belongs to God.” 

The Pharisees found themselves 
dumfounded again, They also found 
that the more they tried to convict 
Jesus in public, the more He humbled 
them, It is in the same manner Jesus 
deals with us. Our Faith in Him, 
Christ the King, will bring us bles- 
sings and eternal happiness. Our op- 
position to Him, by sin, even as the 
Pharisees opposed Him by vain hu- 
man tricks, will bring us only failure, 
and remorse.
